radio network. I mentioned this in my memorandum of 10-18-63 and the Director 
stated, "I am against it. They want to use FBI’s name to get funds and maybe 
legislation. ” 


We have previously furnished to OEP complete information concerning the 
location of our various field office relocation sites and descriptions of the communi- 
cations facilities available in each. This information is set out in the attached 
document. I feel that our representative at this meeting should merely furnish this 
information which we have already given OEP and should advise with regard to our 
requirements for emergency communications facilities for field relocation sites that 
we believe that our interoffice system plus existing telephone and teletype facilities 
at various of these sites provide emergency communications and that we have no 
further requirements in this regard. It should be pointed out that in most of our field 
relocation sites it is not possible to maintain permanent radio and teletype facilities 
since these sites are located in schools, libraries, etc. Our plans include arrange- 
ments to , relocate . field office radio equipment to emergency sites when 
necessary. Although Mr. Louis Wherry, our Communications Manager, normally 
attends these meetings, I feel in this instance it would be well to have my Number One 
Man, Frank W. Waikart, accompany Mr. Wherry to insure that our interests are 
properly protected.

I pointed out to Mr. Whitfield of OEP, Mr. Oyler of NCS, and Lieutenant 
Colonel Bruce Cook of IC S, who was in charge of the conference, that the Bureau’s b7E 
national relocation site at | is equipped with ICS communications facilities in 

addition to commercial telephone and teletype facilities and is connected to the Bureau’s 
interoffice radio system; that we would rely on commercial facilities for communications 
with field relocation sites as long as such facilities survived and would rely on our radio 
system in the event commercial facilities failed. I stated that the Bureau felt that its 
means for communicating with field relocation sites are adequate and that we have no 
additional requirements for emergency communications facilities with such sites beyond 
those which already exist. I stated, therefore, that it would seem unnecessary for me 
to execute the questionnaires which would be distributed and that, in any event, I would 
not be in a position to furnish such detailed information as they had requested without 
Bureau approval. Colonel Cook requested that I prepare a statement to this effect in 
lieu of executing the questionnaires and also requested that I leave with him a copy of the 
information which we had previously furnished OEP concerning the geographical location 
of our various field office relocation sites and the communications facilities existing 
therein. I left with him a copy of the attached statement incorporating the Bureau’s views 
as set out above and, since the Director had approved our furnishing information 
concerning our field relocation sites which had already been furnished to OEP, I left a 
copy of this information with him. I classified the statement as ,T S5w?etI^since it deals 
with the Bureau’s emergency plans and gives information concerning our relocation sites 
and equipment there to conform with the classification already afforded the 

information which we had furnished OEP. Colonel Cook agreed that since we would not 
be filling out the questionnaires, it would be satisfactory for me to return to Washington 
and not stay for the remainder of the conference which would be occupied entirely with 
the execution of such questionnaires. He stated that if any additional information was 
desired from the Bureau, he would contact me at a later date. 

I also took occasion to point out to Mr. Oyler and Mr. Robert Miller of 
OEP that although I had been designated as the point of contact with the Department of 
Justice for the NCS, that I was attending the meeting solely in my capacity as an FBI 
representative and was not representing the Department of Justice as a whole. 

Mr. Miller stated he fully understood this and that he had been in touch with 
Mr. Wysolmerski of the Department to request that a Department of Justice representa- 
tive attend but that no one had shown up from the Department. 

I received a call this afternoon from Mr. Di Girolamo of the Records 
Branch of the Department of Justice inquiring concerning the nature of information 
desired. He stated that since the Justice Department will relocate to the OEP site and

does not have a relocation site of its own, he did not know whether any information was 
desired by ICS from the Department. I told him that questionnaires had been 
distributed and suggested that he contact Mr. Miller of OEP to secure copies. I told 
him that although the statement had been made at the meeting that information concerning 
volume of traffic, points to be contacted, etc, , was desired from those agencies which 
would relocate at the OEP site, that I could not say exactly what information would be 
desired and he should discuss that with Mr. Miller or an ICS representative,

The Federal Bure au of Investigation has its National 
Relocation Site located at I ~1 and has designated 

a relocation site for each of its field offices. The National 
site is now equipped with ICS equipment and thus tied into the 
ICS. It is also equipped with one local and nine commercial 
foreign exchange direct distance dialing trunks and three 100- 
word-per-minute commercial direct distance dialing teletype 
circuits. In addition, it is connected through radio telet ype 
circuits to a control station of the FBI’s Nationwide 
Network which interconnects all of the FBI’s field off ices .

Commission (CSC), Chairman Joltn W. Macy, Jr. indicates that his agency 
is concerned with the problem of making national agency checks ana 
searches of various files in an emergency situation. He asks that the 
Bureau designate a representative to discuss the matter with Mr. Kimbell 
Johnson, Director of the CSC Bureau of Personnel Investigations (an 
excellent liaison contact). It is apparent that Mr. Macy wants to perfect 
arrangements under which the Bureau’s indices may be checked for CSC 
during emergency conditions. 

The Bureau’s defense planning has, from the outset, included 
plans for our operation in the event of damage to or des truction of o urb7E 
central records. We have for some years been storing at| 
microfilms of our essential records and each field office nas received P- 
instructinn s unde r which our records mav be reconsti tuted in 

| (or at | | if is destroyed;. In 

addition, priorities nave seen assigned to the various types of records 
at headquarters under which these will be evacuated, if time permits, in 
an emergency. 

Our planning has emphasised the Bureau’ s primary responsibilities 
in an attack situation and stress* has been laid on preservation of such 
vital records as our lists of persons potentially dangerous and who should 
be apprehended under appropriate orders. Obviously, no one can predict 
the scope or effect of an enemy attack and we cannot, therefore, make any 
commitments to CSC or other agencies for the continuation of our name 
check procedures if the Seat of Government is severely damaged. We can, 
however, reassure CSC that our planning has been thorough and has embraced 
various situations which may be encountered. We believe that liaison 
Supervisor Bernard A. Wells will be able to explain this to Kimbell 
Johnson and to determine What specific questions, if any, he may wish
